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Three members of the Newmarket public scliool 
board have w6n their bailie to appoint a new board 
secretary treasurer. At a regular meeting of the board 
at the town hall on Friday night, a letter of resignation 
from the secretary, Robert Pritehard, was read by 
Chairman Herbert Atkins. 



At the beginning of the year 
a resolution passed by the board 
called for advertising for a new 
secretary instead of re-appoint- 
ing Mr. Pritehard, who had been 
secretary for 14 years. 

At a subsequent special meet- 
ing to review applications, the 
other three members Introduced 
a resolution re-appointing Mr. 
Pritehard, who accepted the ap- 
pointment, stating that he would 
carry on for one more year. 

Mr. Pritchard's letter to the 
board at the Friday night meet- 
ing contained the following: 

"As there seems .to be doubt 
in the minds of some members of 
the board as to the legality of my 
re-appointment as secretary 
treasurer of the Newmarket pub- 
lic school board, I feel it is in the 
interests of all concerned that I 
tender my resignation, effective 
immediately, February 8, 1952." 

Mrs. C. A. Curtis told the 
chairman that the minutes of the 
special board meeting, when Mr. 
Pritehard was re-appointed, 
"should be struck out, as you had 
no right to vote in that manner." 

Mr. Atkins had voted with J. 
L. R. Bel! and George Phimister 
to re-appoint Mr. Pritehard. They 
tied with Mrs. Best, Mrs. Curtis 
and Allan Perks who opposed the 
motion. Then the chairman said 
he would break the tie by cast- 
ing a chairman's deciding vote. 

"According to Mr. Routley, 
superintendent of elementary 
schools for Ontario, that meeting 
was niJ, absolutely nil," declared 



Mrs. Best "He said we should 
demand another meeting." The 
chairman said that the minutes 
could not be struck out but it 
was agreed that they be filed. 

Mr. Atkins said, "I hope you 
realize what a tough job it is 
going to be, setting up the bud- 
get for the year, making up all 
the estimates, along with all the 

other work." 

"We can go by last year's bud- 
get," said Mrs. Best She said 
that the board would need a 
new secretary as soon as possible. 
'The thing is, there is a lot of 
public opinion which thinks that 
Mr. Pritehard should get out and 
that some of the younger chaps 
be given a chance at the secre- 
tary's job." she said. 

Applications were placed on 
the table before board members. 
Said Chairman Atkins, "I am 
actually sorry that Mr. Pritehard 
is out. I certainly had no part 
in getting rid of him. I can't 
see paying these people this 
money without any experience." 

"And vet you think we should 
pay Mr." Pritehard 5500?" asked 

Mrs. Best. 

It was suggested by Allan 
Perks that the board read let- 
ters from veterans who were ap- 
plying. Mrs. Curtis added an- 
other application which, she said, 
should be considered. Four let- 
ters of application were chosen 
and a suggestion was made to 
interview them at a meeting in

Lake Wilcox Resents

Organizes Recreation 

Residents in the Lake Wilcox area have expressed 
publicly, their resentment toward daily newspaper pub- 
licity which, they say; is doing harm to their commun- 
ity/ At a meeting of the Lake Wilcox Community 
Association on Tuesday night, they expressed their feel- 
ings against the press in a resolution. 



The resolution by C. L. Steph- 
enson and Fred Mclvor, .unani- 
mously passed, said "we are 
striving to build up and not de- 
stroy our community and . . . we 
deplore and strongly resent 
newspaper stories which have 
the effect of . . . nullifying our 
effort". 

Originally a summer resort 
area, composed mostly of cot- 
tages, the area has become a per- 
manent settlement since the high 
rents and housing shortage came 
to Toronto. Since the end of 
the war the area has been thick- 
ly populated and in the summer 
it has been overcrowded by holi- 
day and weekend traffic. 

Toronto newspapers have pub- 
lished many stories every sum- 
mer about Jaw breaking and ju- 
venile delinquency in the area. 

Members of the association de- 
cided on Tuesday night to call 
boys to a meeting on Wednes- 
day, Feb. 20, to find out their 
preferences in sports and crafts 
activities. A year-round 'pro- 
gram will be established to de- 
velop what President George 



Gourlay termed "our own ac- 
tivities". 

"We have no youth problems 
of our own," declared Mr. .Gour- 
lay, "Our aim is to develop 
wholesome activities to guard 
against any possible tendency 
which might create youth prob- 
lems." 

He said that 93 percent of the 
people in. the Lake Wilcox area 
arc year-round residents and 
that the district is no longer a 
resort area. One of the associa- 
tion's problems is that there is no 
regular bus service from the 
community. Children must go 
to Aurora for theatre parties, 
skating and other sports activi- 
ties. There are no such facili- 
ties in the lake community which 
has well over 1,000 people. 

The association decided to 
continue adult recreational ac- 
tivities with the sponsorship of 
bingos, dances and euchres. A 
sewing class has already been or- 
ganized and 40 school-age girls 
have joined the class; Mr. Gour- 
lay pointed out that the associ- 
ation "is already building up a 
good community".

At 
the special meeting the resolu- 
tion for Mr. Priachard's re-ap- 
pointment authorized a new sal- 
ary of $900, to offset the increas- 
ed amout of the secretary's work 
in the past few years. 

During the board's discussion 
of the legality of the special 
meetine. Mrs. Curtis asked that 
a school board expense item for 
the month of November concern- 
ing gasoline purchases, be re- 
viewed. The item amounted to 
between five and six dollars... 

"I want the new members to 
know that I haven't been un 
justly asking for gasoline ex- 
penses for rny car" said Mrs. 
Curtis. 

"That particular amount of 
money was paid by Mr. Prit- 
ehard to Rowlands garage," 
said the chairman. 'The money 
was for gasoline which was pur- 
chased, a gallon at a time, and 
I authorized payment. The gas- 
oline was for power lawn mow- 
ers at the schools which Mr. 
Pritehard had bought." ■ 

"I just wanted to know," said 
Mrs. Curtis. "It appears that 
some people think I am running 
up a small fortune on this." 

"Mr. Pritehard has been un- 
justly accused of getting gaso- 
line for his car," Mr. Atkins said. 
"I want you to know (hat ail the 
gasoline he bought was used for 
lawn mowers." 

"That clears that up, then," 
Mrs. Curtis concluded. 

In a .statement to this news- 
paper, Mr. Atkins said later,

An escaped prisoner from the 
Burwash reformatory, captured 
at Kinghorn last Friday night, 
was" sentenced in magistrate's 
court, Newmarket, Tuesday, to 
serve another four and a half 

years. The fugitive, Charles 
Miles, 27, was to have served an- 
other 13 months when he es- 
caped last July. 

Miles was captured in a bush 
west of King by four provincial 
policemen late Friday night, A 
few hours earlier he had been 
chased from the D. C. Hender- 
son farm on the 6th concession 
of King, by farm manager James 
McKay and an employee, Bill 
Mills. 

Miles was charged with break- 
ing and entering and attempted 
theft and was taken to Newmar- 



ket jail. Police said he is also 
wanted at Barrio and Toronto. 
Sentences totalled 201 years and 
there are still charges against 
him but ho will serve 43 years; 

James McKay, the farm man- 
ager, said he heard the motor of 
the farm truck in his garngc on 
Friday evening. He went out 
and opened the (ruck cab door 
andja husky man leaped out the 
other side* ''Neither of us said 
a word ogd^ ftfofleclV down the 
road," McKay said. 

McKay and Mills took their 
guns from the house and chased 
the man in their car. McKay 
was armed with a shotgun, 

"When he saw us following, he 
jumped the fence and raced for 
the swamp, back of the Glass 
farm," he said. They tracked 



him through the snow as far ns 
the swamp and returned to the 
farm house in case the fugitive 
might have crossed fields and 
gone back. ; 

In the meantime police were 
in the hugfc Miles was eventu- 
ally found crouched in the 
swamp, It Is believed that he 
had run nearly four miles, dodg- 
ing tm police. 

In the truck, 100 pounds of 
mixed meat which Miles had 
taken from a deep freeze were 
found along with clothing and 
some electrical appliances. Miles 
had apparently made several 
trips to the truck, carrying the 
loot from a nearby cabin.

Loss than 24 hours after her 
aircraft had touched down in 
Kngland following her sudden re- 
turn from Kenya, Her Majesty 
Queen Elizabeth 11, passed 
through Newmarket, England. 

It was mid-afternoon of the 
day after her return that a sleek, 
black car made its way through 
High St. Although it was chauf- 
feur driven when leaving London 
and also on arrival at Sandring- 
ham, the Duke of Edinburgh was 
at the wheel and the Queen sit- 
ting in front with him on the 
Newmarket stage of the journey. 

Earlier in the day, it was 
known that the Queen would he 
travelling to Sandringham that 
day and although nothing was 
officially disclosed as to the time, 
the appearance of more police 
than usual in our main thorough- 
fare gave hint that the Koyal 
party was pn the. way- Tho news 
spread and there were many 
groups of people about There 
was no demonstration, of course, 
and ns the car drove quickly 
past, only n fleeting glimpse was 
caught of the occupants, 

Late in tho day, men of the 
Royal Horse Artillery made h 

stop in the town, also on the 
way to Sandringham with their 
horses to draw the carriage 
when the King was moved to 
London. 

'Hie news of the death of the 
King came as a big shock to us 
naturally, as to other folk the 
world over. T^ie morning after 
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our press day was pursuing its 
normal course with tho sorting 
and preparation for next week 
when our phone rang. It was 
the wife of one of our staff who 
hail Just heard the news on the 
radio. A notice was soon plast- 
ered on our window which pass- 
ers-by stared nt with amaze- 
ment, and in many cases, with 
tears; white inside the office, the 
phone rang Incessantly for an 
hour with anxious enquiries. 

A feeling of bewilderment 
struck the town. The shops 
might well have closed for the 
day, for life seemed to come to 
a standstill. Newmarket with 
its royal racing traditions, and 
its frequent royal visits, has a 
particular affection for the 
royal family and the death of n 
beloved king struck at the heart 
of the town. 

'fills morning, Saturday, Feb. 
U, I have, along with hundreds 
of other townspeople and child- 
ren, heard the chairman of the 
council from a specially prepar- 
ed plat form in our park, read 
out the proclamation of acces- 
sion. Standing in the chilly 
breeze, yet with tho sun shining 
quite warmly, it was a touching 
and historic moment. Our chair- 
man is a man of forthright de- 
livery, and he performed his 
tnsk sincerely and well, It was 
as if a new life was beginning 
when he ended the proclamation 
wllh a phrase still very new to 
us: "Long Live The Queen".

I promised you last week an 
account of our efforts at the 
West of England Plowing match 
at Ncwlyn in Cornwall- My two 
companions, Canada's champion 
plowmen, Eugene Timbers of 
MsUiken, and Norman Tyndall, 
of Richmond Hill, more than up- 
held the honor of Canadian 
plowing.* As you already know 
Eugene placed first in his class, 
hut r donM Ihink I told you that 
Norman was awarded fourth 
place in competition against nine 
English champions. 

He plowed a good hand, which 
on workmanship, should have 
given him third, if not second 
place. However, the judges felt 
that the type of furrow did not 
permit litem to place him any 
higher. The work of both boys 
was much admired for its uni- 
formity and stiaightness, and wc 
over-heard several farmers com- 
menting on the fact that our 
plowing seems more practicable.

East Gwillimbury Agricultural 
Fair in 1875 amalgamated with

and early morning witnessed 
wagons loaded with children 
and families in buggies stream- 
ing out of the village.

the Lundy flour mill situated on 
the east bank of the Holland 
River. This mill was built prior 
to the Rebellion of 1837 by 
Israel Lundy, and was later en- 
larged and improved by his son. 

In 1880, for the first time, this 

well - remembered landmark 

passed into changed ownership. 

Peter Kitto had purchased the 

property. 

In March, 1881, it was destroy- 
ed by fire. Nothing of the old 
mill now remains except a few 
bolts and the wheel pit. A piece 
of the ancient dam still is to be 
seen, and the house, now occu- 
pied by Mr. Fred Williams and 
his family, is the original Lundy 
house. The mill pond has disap- 
peared and the ancient road was 
closed at about the time the 
canal was put through from 
Newmarket.

Fifty years after the strange 
phenomenon of falling stars, thc^ 
people of Sharon were to wit- 
ness another mysterious caprice 
of nature.

News, even at that time, did 
not travel quickly and it was 
some days before an explana- 
tion was received. A disastrous 
fire had occurred in Michigan in 
Which 300 were lost. The smoke 
from this holocaust hod travelled

Market Agency Way 
To End Price Changes 

A means of bringing back a competitive market in 
hogs by the establishment of a hog marketing agency- 
was outlined at the annual meeting of the York County 
Hog Producers in the St. Paul's parish hall on Tuesday. 
Charles McGinnis, president of 



the Ontario Hog Producers 
Association, said that under 
present marKeting conditions, 
the price of all hogs Is determin- 
ed by the demand on six percent 
of the hogs marketed. Under 
this system, there is no provis- 
ion for the free play 6t supply 
and demand. 

Packers, he said, were con- 
tracting with truckers to bring 
hogs directly to the plants. 
Some M percent of the hogs but- 
chered were brought to the 
plants in this way. The remain- 
ing six percent were shipped 
directly to the stock yards. It 

was the bidding on that six per- 
cent which established the price 
the packers paid on the remain- 
ing 94 percent. 

Free competition had been 
driven to the wall by such prac- 
tices, said Mr. McGinnis. 

The establishment of a market- 
ing agency by the hog produc- 
ers would mean that all hogs 
marketed by the farmer would 
pass through the agency and be 
fed upon the market fn an order- 
ly manner . In this way. prices 
could be maintained at reason- 
able stability instead of fluctuat- 
ing more than $12 in a matter of 
a few days as has happened in 
recent weeks. 

The establishment of a mark- 
eting agency, he contended, was 
doing no more than any other 
industry. Important in the wel- 
fare of n\'Gry Industry was sell- 
ing. Every firm had a selling 
program under which products 
were marketed in a manner best 
calculated to maintain prices. 

The hog producers had no such 
program and they needed it If 
they were to continue to sell 
their hogs at prices commensur- 
ate with their costs, he said.

In time of war, through 
blitz and bombing, the King 
stood fast — the symbol to his 
people of all that they, as free 
people, held dear. 

He had moral courage — the 
greatest courage — which made 
him able to conquer physical 
handicaps and go through every 
duty in which his position placed 
him, with dignity and charm.

f Some courage Is physical. The late (leorge 

Uainsworth, shut out king of his day, play- 

cil an entire game for Canadiens one night with bluod drip- 
ping slowly down his sweater fronts Ills nose nati been broken 
by a practise shot just before the game started. Chhig John* 
son played far Hungers with « broken jaw, partially protec- 
ted by a steel cage that covered his head anil face. Eddie 
Shore nluycd with one ear dangling, his nose broken, teeth 
knocked out. . 

Some courage is mental. There's the player afflicted with 
an inferiority complex, who rallies his faltering courage nnd 
fights not only the opposition, but his own fears nnd uncer- 
tainties. There's the player who carries on in the face of 
heart-breaking family tragedy. And all these constitute 
courage. Hut you can't measure physical courage imd hardi- 
hood as against the Icss-spcclaculnr but equally gallant mental 
courage. : 

S» we're not going to say that a little fellow named 
Gerry McNeil, .who guards the nets for Canadiens in th's 
National Hockey League, is Ihe most courageous athlete of 
the month or year. There may be scores of other lads who 
faced situations just as bleak, and rode across the barriers 
just as gallantly. We're not making comparisons. We're 
merely here to record what we thought was a throat-catch- 
ing hit of sports heroism, of the quiet fortitude that Is ihe 
stamp of true valor. . 

McNeil is a sentimental hoy, He is an only ehild. lite 
mother had been 111 for a long time, her death was a cer- 
tainty, a mere nvMtcr of lime. This is u plight calculated to 
unnerve the stoutest morale. Hut game utter game, McNeil 
l>luyed, anil played welt, 'despite the shadowy spectre of death 
hovering nearby. The blow came one night just as Canadiens 
were starting for a two-game -road trip, in Detroit and Chicago 
in turn. Rut McNeil, stutjy shaken by the news, even though 
net unexpected, refused to leave the team. Ills face actually 
tear-stained, he played lit Detroit, put up a fine game and 
Cauadieas won. The team went on to Chicago. There he 
played brilliantly, though in between periods he couldn't 
keep back- tho tears. Rut ho scored a shut-out. 

He arrived back in time to reach Quebec City and be 
present at his mother's funeral, a trying ordeal in itself. There 
was a game in Montreal that very night against Toronto 
Loafs. : The club management, feeling that McNeil deserved 
u rest to recover poise, offered to get a replacement.

to be he)d in the United church at 2 pjn- on Friday, Febru- 
ary 15. 

On a motion by Councillor Ralph Tucker, seconded by 
Councillor Clarence Davis, the following resolution was 
approved by council: "That Friday, February 15, be pro- 
claimed a civic Day of Mourning in the Town of Aurora; 
that schools, offices, stores and factories be requested to 
observe the day as such; and that all citizens be urged to 
take part In the Memorial Services to be held in the United 
church at 2 p.m." 

Among others to be invited to attend the services were 
the councils of King and Whitchurch. 

Following a request by Mayor Rose that the resolu- 
tion of council be made as widely known as possible, council 
then adjourned. 

In response to the desire expressed by the mayor and 
members of the town council that the foregoing resolution 

be brought as fully as possible to the notice of the town.

Mr. Swindle Objects 

The suggestion that a child- 
ren's playground be named after 
him was not known to Mr.

KEPT IN IGNORANCE 

When you weigh it up, the ordinary citizen, the 
ratepayer, doesn't know much about his town. But 
that's not the ratepayer's fault. He cannot know more 
than what he's told. And that's practically nothing. 
He knows that he has to pay, and if he doesn't pay it's 
just too bad* 

What, for example, does the ordinary ratepayer 
know about the costs of the new High school? He has 
to pay for it,. less government grant. In Aurora, if 
our figures are right, he'll pay around §80,000. That 
sum will Ixj divided up on the tax forms with interest 
over a period of years. The taxpayers will pay around 
$74,000 with interest for the remodelled Public school. 

But neither the High nor the Public. school board 
comes to earth with a clear-cut picture for the tax- 
payers, to show how the money has been spent. Is it 
not fair to the taxpayer that he should be told in detail 
how his money is being spent? The press is kept out; 
the blinds are drawn; and the people who pay am kept 

in ignorance. 

- 

Men of real public spirit would say: "We're spend- 
ing your money and we'll tell you on what it is being 
spent. We are public servants and it is our privilege 
to let you into the facts." That's what they could do 
and say; but they don't. They sit as silent as monks 
in the cloister as far as the citizens are concerned: 

The same goes for the hydro. The press is kept 
out: the blinds are drawn; and the taxpayers know 
nothing of the workings and costs of the organization 
their taxes maintain. Mr. Baldwin resigned but he 
still carries on as though lie had just been elected. We 
asked for information on this matter which has puzzled 
many citizens; but the town solicitor has offered no 
enlightenment The people arc kept in ignorance. 

LET THE PEOPtfc KNOW 

Take the question of the Arena. There's ?80,000 
of public money invested in that setup. But the ordin- 
ary taxpayer knows little or nothing about it. Why? 
Because he's not told. Hasn't he a right to be told? 
The press is not asked to the Board meetings; the 
blinds are drawn; and the people remain in ignorance 
of their own investment. . 

We believe, however, ilmt things will improve, there 
very rapidly as the outcome of two recent appointments 
to the Board, namely, Councillors Murray and Tucker, 
who are showing signs on Council of real public spirit 
and an eagerness to fully represent the citizens, who 
gave them their confidence by electing them to office. 

There is no good reason for keeping the public in 
ignorance on any town matter. As far as Aurora News 
Pages arc concerned it is our constant aim to give the 
people all the facts that affect their interests. Wc are 
not tied down either by political or advertising interests. 
No one can dictate to us what should go in or what 
should be kept out of these pages. We are free lo write 
what we choose in the interests of the citizens of Aurora. 
But we must have the facts in order to do so. 

We notice that our efforts; in public enlightenment 
arc not assisted by the smaller periodical which loudly 
trumpets its claims to be the "home-town ' : paper". When 
the assessments were recently made it "tore" into an 
assessor who had done a good job. We hope that Mr. 
Good will be reappointed and not replaced by some 
poor sap who will take orders from outsiders on what 
he is to do. ..... 

Not once to our knowledge lias the self-styled 
home-town paper" ever published the expenses incur- 
red by the planning board or questioned its usefulness. 
I will nibble at little things like a rabbit eating grass. 
It is because the people. know that we are not afraid 
to print the truth as it comes to us that Aurora News 
I ages continue to grow in public favor. We don't wish 
to keep the public in ignorance; our aim is to enlighten 
them. ..

Let us have a look at the situation now, after the 
first three meetings of the 1952 town council. These 
meetings have been characterized by good chairmanship. 
That has been a great gain. Business has been con- 
ducted expeditiously and we haven't* had to stay till 
midnight and beyond. Of course that may happen and 
for the best of reasons. 



What is the situation thus far?: 

Among the "-unfinished busi T 
ness" carried over from 1051 
were the meters; the hydro wall 
and canopy; the zoning by-law; 
and the future functions of the 

planning board itself. There was

We understand the zoning by- 
law has gone back to the plan- 
ning board talking laundry to be 
purified and simplified.

Whatever they do with it, it is 
of no use to Aurora and wo sug- 
gest that time spent on it is 
merely wasted.

It seems to us a great pity that 
town solicitor.

When n delegation: from Oak 
Bulges Home and School recom- 



mended entry of King township 
into the York County Health 
Unit, Keeve Elton Armstrong 
said council had no objection to 
the cost if the majority of the 
people in the township favored 
the plan. He said he would 
support the recommendation and 
give the delegation help. He ad- 
vised the group to hold public 
meetings and to contact secre- 
taries of the township school sec- 
tions. 

.Spokesman for the delegation. 
Mrs. D. R. Gunu, said the asso- 
ciation of 80 members has gone 
on record favoring the union of 
King and Whitchurch townships 
into the health plan. As a union 
school section in these munici- 
palities, Whitchurch township 
council will also be approached. 
Pointing out the benefits of the 
services the health unit provides 
for the school and the commun- 
ity, Mrs. Gunn said that £50 
children of Oak Kidges school 
are without nursing service. 
She mentioned the advantages of 
immediate detection of defects 
in vision and hearing of children 
by the public health nurse. A 
higher standard of health in the 
community through education, 
home visits and clinics, is avail- 
able at a low cost to the tax- 
payer through the unit system. 
. Reeve Armstrong said under 
the existing township health 
plan, innoculations to children 
are given at low cost to the tax- 



payer and distributed over the 
his King township school sections. He questioned 

if tile more expensive operation 
of the unit plan warrants the ad- 
ditional cost. He said two pre- 
vious 'surveys had been turned 

down by 50 {wreent of the school 

sections. 

The reeve also pointed out that 
he appreciated the concern of 
thickly . - populated communities 
like Oak Ridges.

to the evidence, Keffer "JPffi 1 - 
proached Dales and engaged him 
in conversation about the award- 
ing of tenders for the renovation 
of the town clerk's office. Dales; j 
had been chairman of the cprii-{ 
mittee which, with the town en- 
gineer, had determined which* 
tender to accept. 

The tender was awarded to 
Ward and Allan. Keffer had 
been one of the contractors who 
had submitted a tender. 

Dales said he had explained to 
Keffer when the latter had ap- 
proached him that the tender 

had been awarded in accordance 
1o price and competency. Keffer 
had insisted upon discussing the 
award but that he (Dates) had 
refused to be drawn into the 
argument. Keffer became "high- 
ly insulting", Dales said, and had 
said insulting things about .the 
council, other contractors, and 
had used the word "crooked" 
with reference to the council.

Dales said that he had told 
Keffer that he would discuss it 
in his office, had asked him to
